Think Explosion 
M ay Have Caused 
Worst Jet Crash 


PARIS (AP) — A French official 
speculated today that an explosion just 
a fter takeoff m ay have caused 
history’s worst air disaster, the crash 
of a Turkish DC10 that killed all 346 
persons reported aboard. 
The American-built airliner crashed 
in the Ermenonville forest, 23 miles 
north of Paris, five minutes after it 
took from from Orly Airport Sunday on 
a flight from Istanbul to London. 
Turkish Airlines said the plane was 
loaded to capacity with 334 passengers 
and 12 crew members. 
There was no indication when the 
casualty list would be made public. 
But the airline’s European manager 
said the names of 200 to 250 of the pas­ 
sengers indicated they were British or 
American. 
The U. S. Embassy in London an­ 
nounced that among the Americans 
killed were the embassy’s cultural 
attache, Dr. Wayne Wilcox, 41, of 
North Liberty, Ind., his wife and two of 
their four children. 
Thirty-eight of the passengers were 
Japanese college graduates on a tour 
of Europe before joining firms in 
Japan. The Japanese travel agency 
that arranged their trip said they were 
sending 45 relatives to Paris to identify 
and claim the remains. 
The weather was sunny, and no hint 
of trouble came from the plane. But 
“the fact that debris and bodies were 
found in a village more than IO kilome­ 
ters (6 miles) from the accident tends 
to prove that an explosion occurred in 
Plane Hijacked 
Burned By Arabs 


AMSTERDAM, Netherlands (AP) - 
Two young Arabs who hijacked a 
British airliner and surrendered say 
their group plans to attack other 
British and American planes because 
the countries supported Israel in the 
October war. 
The Arabs surrendered peacefully to 
Dutch police Sunday after releasing 
the 92 passengers and IO crew mem­ 
bers of the hijacked British VC10, 
drenching the inside of the $6.9 million 
jet with the plane’s liquor supply and 
then setting it afire on a runway at 
Schiphol Airport. 
Two persons suffered minor injuries 
sliding out of the 
plane, 
Dutch 
authorities reported. The aircraft was 
virtually destroyed. 
A Dutch civil aviation official said 
the hijackers made no demands when 
they surrendered but said in broken 
English they had to “take action. We 
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had no alternative. Politics amounts to 
nothing.’’ 
The official said the pair were armed 
with small Czech pistols but were 
persuaded to unload them and hand 
over the ammunition. 
Maj. Erik Gerritsen, head of the 
Dutch state police at the airport, said 
the men identified themselves only as 
Abu Said and Abu AIL One of them told 
a Dutch official he lived on the West 
Bank of the Jordan river until Israel 
occupied the area in the 1967 war, but 
they would give no more information 
about themselves. 
The 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Or­ 
ganization, which unites the major 
Palestine guerrilla groups, disclaimed 
any connection with the hijacking and 
denounced such operations. 
The plane was on a flight from 
Bombay to London, and the two 
hijackers were believed to be among 25 
passengers who boarded in Beirut. 
They took over the airliner 90 minutes 
later while it was over Yugoslavia. 
Airport sources at Beirut reported, 
apparently incorrectly, that the 
hijackers would take the plane to 
Athens in an effort to win immediate 
freedom for two Palestinian guerrillas 
who killed five persons and wounded 55 
others at the Athens airport last 
August. But instead the plane flew to 
Amsterdam. 
Officials at Schiphol, Holland’s in­ 
ternational airport, said they tried to 
keep the flight from landing but 
granted permission after the hijackers 
told the control tower they had only 
enough fuel for 20 more minutes.

trijets since the plane went into 
general service four years ago. A total 
of 216 persons had boarded the plane in 
Paris for the hop to London, most of

Airways to cancel all its European 
flights. 
The huge jet slammed into a wooded 
slope near a highway and close to three 
villages, but the area in which it hit 
was uninhabited. 
The highest previous death toll in a 
plane crash was 176 when a Soviet 
airliner crashed near Moscow in 
October, 1972, and when a Jordanian 
jet burst into flames on landing at 
Kano, Nigeria, in January, 1973.

Israeli Crisis 
Hinges On Meir

Premier 
Golda Meir delayed submission of her 
resignation today as a stream of 
political colleagues called at her home 
to urge her to remain at the head of the 
Israeli government. 
Mrs. 
Meir telephoned 
President 
Ephriam Katzir early today and told 
him she would call on him this morning 
to return her mandate to form a new 
Isreali 
government 
because 
of 
criticism of the new minority cabinet 
she had lined up. 
But a night’s sleep and the pleading 
of her associates in the I^abor Align­ 
ment apparently cooled Mrs. Meir’s 
anger. 
A spokesman said she put off the 
visit to Katzir until late afternoon, and 
other aides said she was waiting to see 
if her associates could swing dissident 
members of the party behind her 
cabinet list. Mrs. Meir announced her 
resignation at a meeting of I^bor 
party executives Sunday night after 
some of her party’s members in 
parliament criticized the new minority 
government she planned to present 
Tuesday. 


“This is my final decision,” said the 
75-year-old grandm other as she 
stalked out of the party caucus. 
Party leaders flocked to Mrs. Meir’s 
Jerusalem home and pleaded until 
past midnight with her to continue at 
the head of the government. But 
Deputy Premier Yigal Allon reported 
she was “firm in her decision.” 
Mrs. 
Meir has led the Israeli 
governm ent since 1969, and her 
decision to bow out plunged the 
country deeper into the political un­ 
certainty that has beset it since Mrs. 
Meir’s I^abor Alignment lost ground in 
the Dec. 31 elections. 


Subsequently, Defense M inister 
Moshe Dayan refused to join the new 
cabinet, and the National Religious 
Party refused to join the I^ibor Align­ 
ment in a new coalition, making it 
impossible for Mrs. Meir to form a 
majority in the Knesset, Israel’s 
parliament. 
In the shock of Mrs. Meir's surprise 
announcem ent, the other Labor 
leaders concentrated on trying to get 
her to reconsider and did nothing about 
picking someone else to try to form a 


government. Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir, Allon and Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban were considered the most 
likely to be tapped. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. 
Meir and the 
cabinet with which she fought the 
October war and the Dec. 31 election 
remain in office as a caretaker 
regime. 
Mrs. Meir’s walkout came 48 hours 
after crucial talks with Secretary of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger 
on 
arrangements for negotiations be­ 
tween Syria and Israel to separate 
their troops on the Golan Heights. 
Political analysts said Mrs. Meir’s 
move might not hamper progress 
toward a disengagement agreement 
since most leading Israeli politicians 
favor one. But they said the splits in 
the Labor Alignment, which is still 
Israel’s largest political party, would 
weaken Israel’s hand in further bar­ 
gaining with the Arabs. 
Mrs. Meir has long wanted to retire 
but stayed on at the urging of her 
colleagues despite a severe attack of 
shingles and a sharp drop in popularity 
as a result of Israel’s initial setbacks in 
the October war. 
Heath Unable To Form Coalition 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister 
Edward Heath is going to have to 
abandon his attempt to stay in office 
and will have to recommend that 
Labor party leader Harold Wilson be 
given a chance to form a government, 
says a senior member of Heath’s 
Conservative party. 


The source said Heath’s failure to 
form a new cabinet became inevitable 
after Liberal party leader Jeremy 
Thorpe rejected the Conservative 
party chief’s overture for a coalition 
that would have given him some 
chance of putting together a majority 
in the new House of Commons. 
Heath met with Thorpe on Saturday 
and then informed his cabinet Sunday 
night of his failure. After the cabinet 
meeting, he met again with Thorpe for 
30 minutes. A Conservative spokesman 
said the meeting had been held by 
mutual consent “to clarify points 
made in the previous discussion.” 
Thorpe called a caucus of Liberal 
party members of the House of 
Commons today to discuss his 
decision. 
In the general election last Thurs­ 
day, the Laborites won 301 seats in 
Commons to 296 for the Conservatives, 
but the Conservatives topped the 
laborites in the popular vote by 
200,000. 
Since neither major party got the 318 
seats necessary for a majority in the 
635-seat house, either one to form a 
government must draw get the support 
of the 14 Liberals and some of the 24 
Scottish and Welsh nationalists, 
militant Irish Protestants and in­ 
dependents who were also elected. 
Thorpe has not disclosed his con­ 
ditions for forming a coalition with the 
Conservatives, but he has made clear 
that he wants proportional representa­ 
tion introduced for future national 
elections. Last Thursday the Liberals 
won nearly 20 per cent of the popular 
vote, which would have given them 
more than 120 seats if proportional 
representation had been in effect. 
Under the present British system, 
each party runs candidates in the 
separate election districts, and the 
high man in each race is elected to the 
House of Commons. The leader of the 
party who wins a majority of the seats 


then becomes prime minister and 
names the government; if no party 
wins a majority, the outgoing prime 
minister can hang on until he is 
defeated on a vote of confidence in 
Commons. 
Under 
proportional 
representation, the seats in Commons 
would be divided according to the 
proportion of the popular vote a party 
won. 
Wilson also would have a hard time 
getting the support of the Liberals for 


such radical Labor programs as 
nationalization of more industries and 
renegotiation of the terms of Britain’s 
membership in the European Common 
Market. 
But Wilson might form a minority 
governm ent and not 
push con­ 
troversial legislation in 
hopes of 
staving off defeat in Commons until he 
could go into another election with 
improved chances of winning a 
majority. 
Mrs. Hearst Pleas 
For Word W ith Daughter 


HILLSBOROUGH, Calif. (AP) - “I 
know that pretty soon God will touch 
their hearts and they’ll send you home 
again,” Mrs. Randolph A. Hearst said 
in a quavering voice. 
She addressed her comment to her 
kidnaped daughter Sunday during a 
plea to the girl’s abductors to break 
their 11-day silence. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hearst, appearing 
haggard from their monthlong vigil, 
asked the kidnapers of their 20-year- 
old daughter Patricia to allow her to 
communicate with them. 
Mrs. Hearst, her voice breaking and 
on the verge of tears, addressed her 
daughter through news reporters: 
“Patty, honey, your father is doing 
everything in his power, and I want 
you to know that millions of people all 
over the world are praying for you. 
“I know ifs a long time, sweetheart, 
and you keep up your courage. We’ll 
keep praying,” said the black-clad 
mother. 
Hearst, editor and president of the 
San Francisco Examiner, said: “We 
might add to the people who are 
holding you that you could be allowed 
to send us a letter or get in touch with 
us by tape.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
energy crisis may bring a ray of 
sunshine through the clouds for big 
city legislators who have fought for 
years to get the state actively involved 
in mass transit systems.

started. The committee hopes to have 
some cost figures in hand by mid- 
March. 
Rep. Patrick A. Sweeney, D-6 
Cleveland, is asking the legislature to 
appropriate $5 million as start-up 
money for the project, mostly to 
upgrade the tracks. He predicts the 
state’s share of any operating losses 
would be “only about $200,000” a year. 
An agreement with Amtrak would 
stipulate that the state would have to 
pay two-thirds of any operating losses 
the system might incur. There is a 
chance that federal funds to assist in 
rebuilding the crossings could be made 
available, the LSC staff said. It now is 
studying federal legislation that might 
help get a grant. 
Aside from the intercity proposal, 


Sweeney and Calabrese also are 
pushing for funds to help transit 
systems within the cities. Aid would be 
contingent in part on building systems 
that connect to lines that lead to other 
cities. 
Sweeney’s bill also asks an ad­ 
ditional $15 million for the state’s new 
program of grants to local mass 
transit systems. The initial ap­ 
propriation for the program this 
biennium—1973-1975—was less than $3 
million. 
Calabrese introduced a bill that 
seeks to provide county, regional and 
publicly owned mass transit systems 
with the opportunity to gain funds 
needed to expand and improve service, 
increase ridership and lower fares. His 
bill carries a price tag of $40 million.

NEW YORK (AP) — An indicator of 
the nation’s mood that will be watched 
closely over the next few months is the 
amount of deductions taxpayers claim 
on their federal income tax returns. 
The belief is widely held that tax­ 
payers might have turned a bit cynical 
because of rising prices and the 
realization that the President of the 
United States, no less, paid smaller 
taxes than some working people. 
One form er Internal 
Revenue 
Service commissioner, Johnnie M. 
Walter, has been quoted as saying that 
disgruntled taxpayers may deprive the 
government of as much as $1 billion in 
revenue by adding to their deductions. 
While government officials have 
named no such precise figure, they are 
prepared for a situation in which more 
returns will be weighted in the tax­ 
payer’s favor. 
So far, however, the nation’s biggest 
tax preparer, H & R Block, maintains 
that the temper of taxpayers is being 
kept within bounds. 
Said Henry Block, president: “ In 
spite of everything we’ve heard and 
read that says this year’s taxpayer is 
out to fleece Uncle Sam, we see no such 
movement and don’t expect to.” 
In his opinion, fear and publicity 
about 
such 
an 
eventualty 
is 
snowballing, but not the event itself. 
However, he says it’s taking longer to 
make out taxpayers’s returns than it 
did a year ago. 
And, he concedes, the reason is that 
there is “a heightened interest by 
millions of individuals to get what is 


legally theirs.” 
Block said he disagreed that tax­ 
payers were seeking 
questionable 
deductions. “People are telling us ‘I 
want to take as much as I can, but 
legitimately,’ and they’re pressing for 
every proper item, but our interviews 
confirm the honesty of the American 
public.” 


While it is too early to determine 
with finality what the impact on 
revenues 
will 
be, 
if 
any 
mass 
disillusionment does reflect itself in 
federal tax returns it could produce a 
very nasty situation. 
It could, in fact, lead to further 
disillusionment if a taxpayer attempts 
to obtain what he feels is a legitimate 
deduction and is overruled by the 
auditors. 


In some instances the question of 
whether or not a person is entitled to a 
deduction is almost a matter of 
opinion. Rules are written to be hard 
and fast, but not even the IRS regu­ 
lations can cover each situation. 
Deductions, therefore, is probably 
the one area of the income tax return 
in which the taxpayer can freely use 
his own judgment. He’s in serious 
trouble if he fails to report income, 
because that’s not a m atter of opinion. 
But deductions often are. 
A good measure of the American 
mood will be available this year when 
the deductions are compiled and 
analyzed. It will be better than a 
survey, because the opinions will be 
backed by hard cash.

The companies, which include Ohio’s 
major utilities, said they can’t install 
the necessary equipment by the July I, 
1975 deadline. 
The Ohio EPA says 14 utilities in the 
state’s heavily polluted regions failed 
to submit an acceptable compliance 
plan by August, 1972. 
Compliance schedules were written 
for those companies by the EPA last 
March, and a public hearing was held 
on the proposals in April. 
The EPA issued variances a month 
later, and the companies requested 
hearings. 
Utilities seeking an extension in­ 
clude the Ohio Power Co., Ohio Edison 
Co., Cleveland Electric Illuminating, 
Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric 
Co., Cincinnati Gas and Electric Co., 
Toledo Edison Co., and the Dayton 
Power and light Co.

Rationing 
lf Needed 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— U.S. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
said Sunday that the United States 
should do everything that is necessary, 
including ration gasoline, to gain in­ 
dependence from the Arab nations’ oil 
supplies. 


“ How long must we continue to 
subject ourselves to Arab economic 
warfare without taking steps to 
mobilize our economy and to halt the 
chaos of the energy crisis in urban and 
suburban America?” Humphrey said 
during a speech at a Jewish National 
Fund dinner. 


“ We must take steps now to meet the 
energy crisis head on. Hopefully, gas 
rationing can be avoided. But we must 
have a stand-by rationing system 
ready to go into effect at a moment’s 
notice,” the senator said. 
Humphrey said the the U.S. and its 
allies will be more vulnerable to Arab 
pressure if we are not prepared to take 
whatever emergency measures are 
necessary, including rationing. 
Humphrey said oil companies should 
be forced to roll back their prices to 
halt their windfall profits. 
At a press conference Humphrey 
said that President Nixon has lost his 
ability to govern and that pressure and 
support for impeachment of the 
president are mounting daily. 


Demand For Steel 
Reported Strong 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Steel 
demand is so strong that steel com­ 
panies’ order books for a given month 
are filled within a week after they are 
opened, Industry Week magazine said 
Monday.

Democratic National Committee has 
approved new delegate selection rules 
that 
could 
lead to a 
wide-open 
presidential nominating convention in 
1976. 
The new rules, the result of a year’s 
work by a party commission that 
compromised on most major issues, 
were approved Friday by an over­ 
whelming voice vote of the national 
committee in the form recommended 
by the party’s Executive Committee a 
day earlier. 
They retain large portions of the 1972 
rules that reformed party procedures 
but make several important changes, 
the most important being a propor­ 
tional 
representation 
system 
throughout the delegate selection 
process. 
This means that 1976 delegates will 
be awarded according to the relative 
strength of the different candidates, a 
change over the system under which a 
candidate often got virtually all of a 
state’s delegates by finishing a few 
votes ahead of his nearest rival. 
Every candidate with at least 15 per 
cent of the vote could receive delegates 
in 1976. 
Most party observers think the new 
system would benefit Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace, who demonstrated 
in 1972 he could get some support in all 
parts of the country. 
However, it would force most can­ 
didates to expand their efforts into 
more states since they could no longer 
count on winning a large chunk of dele­ 
gates in just one primary, such as

Inventor's

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) — Part­ 
time inventor Josiah Morgan’s first 
major test of his secret, economical 
fuel ended Saturday with his mileage- 
worn automobile chugging to a pre­ 
mature stop.

Metzenbaum 
May Fight

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (A P) — 
Israel and Syria have agreed to send 
military and diplomatic represen­ 
tatives to Washington within about two 
weeks to negotiate a first phase of dis­ 
engagement in the Golan Heights, U.S. 
officials traveling with Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said today. 
The two sides will send their 
representatives separately and work 
through Kissinger in what was 
described as an “ inverted shuttle.” 
The Israelis are to arrive first, about 
March 16. 
This probably will cause Kissinger to 
put off a trip to the Soviet Union, where 
he intended to speed negotiations on a 
new nuclear arms-limitation treaty. 
He also may delay a fifth tour of the 
Middle East. 
A senior American official disclosed 
the setup as Kissinger came here to 
see King Faisal about lifting the oil 
embargo imposed against the United 
States and the Netherlands for their 
support of and friendship with Israel 
during the October war. 
Kissinger sealed the Syrian-Israeli 
negotiations process during a four- 
hour meeting with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad in Damascus Friday 
night. 
At one point in their talk, senior 
officials said, the chances were about 
50-50 that Kissinger’s efforts would fail 
and he would have to go home to 
Washington with nothing to show for 
the trip except delivery of a list of 
Israeli war prisoners that he had in his 
pocket anyway when he set out to the 
Middle East last Monday.

Rail Plans 
Could Close 
E levators 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
director of the state Agriculture 
Department says a proposed rail 
reorganization could close down 600 
Ohio grain elevators. 
Gene R. Abercrombie said the 
proposal could force many grain 
farmers out of business. 


“ Many of these elevators are the 
major grain collection points for the 
entire farming area,” he said. “ TTiey 
rely on the railroad to ship grain to the 
processors. 


“ If the railroads are no longer in 
service, many industries would be 
forced to quit,” he said. “ Farmers and 
elevators would have to transport their 
grain many miles at additional ex­ 
pense to find a market.” 
The proposed reorganization would 
mean abandonging about 2,500 miles of 
track in Ohio. The plan was proposed 
by the U.S. Railway Association. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission began hearings on the plan 
today in Columbus. 
Early witnesses are expected to 
include Gov. John J. Gilligan and U.S. 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio. 
The

De­ 
partment says abandoning 32 per cent 
of Ohio’s rail system will reduce rail 
traffic by only four per cent. 
“ However, trade organizations and 
industries associated with Ohio 
agriculture and rural areas strongly 
believe the economic impact of the 
affected areas will be far greater than 
the four per cent indicated,” Aber­ 
crombie said. 


During his meeting with Assad,

Golden Age O f Sports Arrives With Dollar 


EDITOR’S NOTE: In this first of a 
five-part series, an Associated Press 
Sports Writer delves into the financial 
side of professional sports. It has be­ 
come one of the nation’s biggest in­ 
dustries, but how did it get that way, 
and what are the stakes?

The golden age of sports has arrived, 
if gold means dollars spent and dollars 
earned in professional arenas across 
America. 
leagues fight with bundles of money 
for players and franchises, teams fight 
for stadiums or whole cities, and play­ 
ers fight for as much of the total take 
as they can get. 
It’s a far cry from that day in 1846 
when two baseball teams bet a dinner 
on the outcome of the first game 
played under Doubleday’s rules. Pro 
sports today amount to a massive 
poker game, egged on by affluent fans 
and television, managed by lawyers, 
assessed in courts. 
The 105 professional team owners in 
baseball, football, basketball and 
hockey are alternately crying at 
contract time and smiling as the turn­ 
stiles click and the TV cameras whirr. 
The fates of the players reflect this 
battle. A few may lose salary ar­ 
bitrations, but it’s a good bet most of 
them come out ahead. 
When Gordie Howe signed his first 
professional hockey contract in 1946, 
he received $2,500 and a Detroit Red 
Wings jacket as an 18-year-old. Last 
summer, the 45-year-old Howe came 
out of retirement to accept a $1 million

Aeros. 
He 
probably didn’t need the money. 
Howe, like many athletes in this 
golden age, is a well established 
businessman. He breeds 230 head of 
cattle on a 40,000-acre farm, is in­ 
volved in life insurance and real estate 
and endorses a number of products. 
His sons, Mark and Marty — barely 
oider than their father was when he 
signed his first contract — received 
nearly $1 million each for signing with 
the Aeros. 
Alan Eagleson, executive director, 
manager and executive counsel of the 
National Hockey League Players 
Association, reports that in 1972, more 
than 60 million North American sports 
fans spent more than $300 million for 
tickets to watch major league sports. 
He said television and radio added $100 
million

to

professional teams. Fans spent an 
estimated $150 million on concessions. 
Salaries reflect the infusion of 
millions, thanks to the increased

In basketball, salaries ballooned 
from an average of $12,000 a few years 
ago to $85,000 today; hockey players, 
competing for an average of $30,000 
before the WHA, earn $55,000 today.

Ohio State upset Indiana 85-79 
Saturday to drop the Hoosiers into a 
first place tie with Michigan, which 
rolled past Minnesota 79-56.

Football League. 
Owners aren’t smiling anymore 
when it comes time to pay the bills. It 
isn’t easy keeping up with the players 
in business, and there’s the added 
worry about paying the rent on arenas 
and offices, buying equipment, paying 
for transportation, printing programs, 
and facing the threat of losing players 
to a completing league — regardless of 
the status of their contracts. 
Then there’s another problem: what 
happens if fans aren’t showing up in 
vast numbers? 
“ Our biggest problem right now is to 
fill seats that are now unfilled in many 
of our arenas,” says 
National 
Basketball Association Commissioner 
Walter Kennedy. “ Player salaries and 
the costs of operation for a club have 
escalated tremendously in the last IO 
years; and while there has been a 
substantial increase in attendance and 
— in some instances —- ticket prices, 
unless those seats are filled in the next 
three to five years, some of our clubs 
are going to be in real financial dif­ 
ficulty.” 
Financial difficulty, the spectre that 
leans over the shoulder of every team 


owner, is a startling prospect — con­ 
sidering the fact that much of a club’s 
operating expense is tax deductible. 
“ But somebody’s got to pay the bills,” 
says one former team executive, “ and 
if the fans don’t show, where’s the 
money going to come from ?” 
At times, usually contract signing 
times, owners plead poverty to player 
demands for six-figure contracts. In 
many cases, however, the financial 
bite isn’t as severe as it seems. 
The 
National 
Hockey 
League 
Philadelphia Flyers are an example. 
They entered the NHI. in 1967 after 


paying an entry fee of $2 million. They 
received a dividend of close to $1 
million in 1970 when Buffalo and Van­ 
couver paid $6 million each to join the 
league, and received almost the same 
amount in 1972 when the New York 
Islanders and Atlanta Flames became 
NHL franchises. The Flyers are in line 
for another big payment when league 
accepts Washington, D.C., and Kansas 
City next season, bringing back the 
amount the Flyers had to pay in 1967 
with plenty of extra capital as well. 
They have more than made back their 
original investment.

Walleye Suit 
To Be Heard 
In Toledo 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — The future of 
walleye fishing in lakes Erie and St. 
Clair is the central issue in a lawsuit 
scheduled for a hearing Monday in 
Lucas County Common Pleas Court. 
Two Ohio fishermen are challenging 
a 1970 Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources rule banning the netting of 
walleyes in Lake Erie. 
Both the Ohio and Michigan DNR 
imposed the ban during a mercury 
contamination ban. I^ake Erie walleye 
migrate up the Detroit River into the 
Canadian side of Lake St. Clair. 
Several water conservationists have 
argued the two lakes contain the last 
major stock of walleyes in the Great 
Ixikes system. They say the game fish 
will be wiped out by commercial 
fishermen if the netting ban is lifted. 
Robert Haas, a Michigan DNR fish 
biologist, said commercial fishing nets 
were so successful, the walleye catch 
in the Michigan waters of Lake Erie 
declined from 15.5 million pounds in 
1956 to 1.8 million pounds in 1960. 
The president of the Ohio Com­ 
mercial Fishermen’s Association said, 
however, the decline in the walleye 
population was due to water pollution, 
not commercial fishing.

Many plan to continue to stay 
home from work because of difficulties 
caused by early station closings and 
methods of distribution. 
At Welch, Ellis England mounted the 
top of a car Sunday at a small overlook 
and told an estimated 400 coal miners 
they should continue their work 
stoppage. 
No miner should return to work until 
federal and state officials meet IOO per 
cent of the needs of coal miners, 
England, an announced candidate for 
a union field representative post, said. 
He emphasized that Gov. Arch A. 
Moore J r .’s quartertank gasoline

His group was one of several such 
gatherings throughout southern West 
Virginia over the weekend where 
many miners decided to ignore pleas 
from United Mine Workers union of­ 
ficials to return to work.
